He went.to Ireland and was so im- 
pressed by the productiveness and 
wealth of the country that he never 
returned- to England, but sent for 
some of his countrymen to come to 
Ireland. 
As a result, Ireland and 


England have been fighting contin- 
uously since for supremacy. 


"William E. Gladstone was the 


first Englishman to renounce the 
Irish_program of Englaad. At this 
:ime all denominations" of Ireland 
were taxed for the support of the 
Church' of England, a
